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Right Wing Phone Attacks 
Sponsored By Local Group 


Attacks on the Supreme Court 
and the PTA by a right-wing 
group that uses an unlisted 
Frederick phone is locally con- 
trolled and operated, it was 
learned last night. 

The unlisted phone is in the 
basement of a home at 132 West 
Fourth Street in Frederick. 

The “Let Freedom Ring” 
messages in the past have 
accused Suprmee Court Chief 
Justice Earl Warren with 
being a communist and the na- 
tional PTA of being a “mono- 
lithic structure for left-wing edu- 
cators who are federalizing our 
schools in the Russian man- 
ner,” the source said. 

The local group, which got 
the idea from the national group 
of the same name, which is the 
creation of Dr. William C. Doug- 
lass of Sarasota, Fla. 
lit was formed here by W. Paul 
Winzer Jr. of Middletown, who 
3 now a coordinator in this 
|rea for the John Birch Society. 

Winzer, contacted last night, 
confirmed he started the group, 
which has been operating since 
mid- June, but has severed ties 
he said, since he became a 
full-time employe of the Birch 
Society, which he says has 
nothing to do with the “Let 
Freedom Ring” group. i 

Winzer said he did make the 
first recording for the unlisted 
phone here, and also started a 
similar group in Hagerstown. 

He said the recordings are 
made locally and supported by 
local contributions, but that he 
now has nothing to do with eith- 
er the Frederick or Hagerstown 
groups. 

The house where the phone is 
located is divided into three 
apartments. j 

Grady Icard, who lives in one 
of the apartments, asked the 
News-Post last night to say 
that he only lives in the house, 
does not know where the phone 
is located, and has nothing to 
do with it. He said he had been 
bothered by numerous phone 
calls in the last few days.
